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Peace now a possible dream, 
says Nixon on arrival

BG AIRPORT. — U.S. President Richard Nixon 
opened his visit to Israel yesterday by declaring 
that the “impossible dream" of peace In the Middle 
Hast could now come true. 

Mr, Nixon was replying to a welcoming address 
by President Ephraim Katzir after Air Force One 
touched down exactly as scheduled, at 2:45 pm, 
on a direct fight from Damascus. 

The U.S. President and Mrs. Nixon and Israei 
leaders stood sf attention under a hot sun as an 
army band played the national anthems and cannon 
boomed a 21-gun salute. 

Hundreds of persons at the airport cheered and 
8 trumpet fanfare was sounded as the “Spirit of 
“76” ‘airliner touched down here. 

The aircraft flew via Jordan and Samaria on 
its flight from Damascus. A fly-past by four Phantom 
jets was cancelled at the request of the Americans 
following an incidertt on the President’s arrival in 
Damascus on Saturday when Mr. ‘Nixon's pilot tock 
evasive action to avoid four Syrian Mig fighters 
staging an unexpected welcome. The Americans are 
said to have explained thet the fly-past would consti- 
tute an “unnecessary risk.” 

Mr, Nixon inspected an honour guard of 72 Air 
Force cadets and flag-bearers representing all corps 
‘as ‘the band, conducted by Rav-Seren (Res.) Yitzhak 
Graziani, played “Hail to the Chief.” 

Mrs. Nixon, in a pink dress and pink shoes, 
walked down the reception line with her husband,

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Soviet newcomers at Western Wall ᾿

Russian immigrants held a quiet 
demonstration at the Western Wall 
yesterday, after the Prisoners of 
Zion Organization had earlier been 
‘denied a police permit to stage a 
hunger strike in front of the Prime 
Minister’s Office di President 
Nixon's visit. The police refusal had 
elicited criticism from many quart- 
ers and the Western Wall demons- 
tration appeared to be a compro- 
mise solution. 

The 60 demonstrators held hand- 
lettered signs with legends includ~ 
ing: “Mr. Nixon, Russian Jews are 
part of the free world,” “No com- 
merce with Russia, without freedom 
for Soviet Jews,” and “Mr. Kis- 
singer, when in Russia, recollect the 
fate of Jews in Germany.” 

An elderly couple held a small 
sign with photographs of their son, 
one in civilian clothes, the other in 
the uniform of a Red Army corporal, 
with several good conduct and 
marksmanship medals on his chest. 
Beneath the pictures it said in 
wobbly lettering (and shaky spel- 
Ung): “We are asking to you to 
authorise to my son artist to ke- 
ramic Josef Aronovich Zonenashvily 
to travel in Israel who is living in 
Kutaisy, Street Revolution 1905 
Year, number 5."

The paper said the station is due 
to ‘start operation in 1981 snd its 
cost is estimated at about, £100m.

‘Another nuclear power station 
will be built in 1977 and will start 
operation six years later, “Al Ah- 
ram” said. 

Egyptian electrical and atomic 
experts led by Power Minister AR- 
med Sultan are due to Jeave for 
the U.S. later this month to visit 
U.S. nuclear power stations and con- 
clude an agreement on carrying out 
the construction of the first nuclear 
power station, the paper said. 


‘LESS EXPENSIVE’ 

The mass-cireulation “Al-Akbbar” 
geid the first nuclear power plant 
will produce electricity equivalent ‘to 
50 per cent of the power currentiy 

ted by the Aswan High Dam. 

It also said this electricity would 
be less expensive than that gene- 
rated from other sources in the 
country. 

In Beirut, the left-wing ‘‘Al-Mo- 
harrer” said it could not understand 
the jubilation over the US. deci- 


; sion to help Egypt in its nuclear 


programme. 

“No one would deny that owning 
a nuclear reactor could become the 
first step along the way to the ex- 
plosion of a nuclear device and pos- 
session of the atomic bomb,” the 
paper said. Nor could it be denied 
that whatever restrictions the US. 
placed on the use of a nuclear 
reactor, Cairo could employ it to 
become a nuclear power. 

“But only fools would imagine 
that the U.S. — the makers of 
Israel, its patron and protector — 
gave this nuclear reactor to Egypt 
without prior agreement with the 
ee State,” the paper said. 


/8.EGYPT STATEMENT 

A ust US.-Egyptian declaration 
of principles issued at the end of 
President Nixon's visit to Egypt said 
that he and President Sadat had 
been guided by a desire to strengthen 
relations between their countrieson 
the broadest basis in ways that would 
contribute to the well-being of the 
area as a whole and would not be 
directed against any of its states 
or peoples or against any other 
state 


“Peace and progress in the Middle 
East are essential if global peace 
ig to be assured. A just and durable 
peace based on full implementation 
of U.N. Security Council Resolution 
242 of November 22, 1967, should 
take into due account the legitimate 
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interest of all the peoples in the Mid- 
die Bast, Including the Palestinian 
people, and the right of existence of 
all states in the area. Peace can be 
achieved only through a process of 
continuing negotiation as called for 
by U.N. Security Council Resolution 
338 of October 22, 1973, within the 
framework of the Geneva Middle 
East Peace Conference.” 

Ym recognition of this, the gov- ci 
ermmments of and the U.S. 
would Intensify consultations at all 
levels Including further consuita- 
tons between their. presidents and 
would strengthen their bilateral co- 
operation whenever a common or 
parallel effort would enhance the 
Cause of peace in the world.

TREASURY CHIEF 

The declaration said the U.S. had 
agreed and that the Secretary of 
the Treasury, Wiliam Simon, would 
visit Egypt soon for talks. 

The declarations then dealt with 
the plans for the U.S. to help 
Egypt to develop nuclear power for 
Peaceful purposes (as reported in 
The Post yesterday.) 

The two governments who agreed 
to set up joint working groups to 
meet in the near future to prepare 
‘concrete projects and proposals for 
review by a joint commission at a 
meeting to be held later this year 
in Washington. These joint working 

groups will be composed of govern- 
Mental representatives from each

Investment opportunities would be 
guided by Egypt's needs for finan- 
cial, ‘technical and material support 
to increase its economic 
Ventures were at present being ne- 
gotiated in the fields of petroche- 
micals, transport, food and agricul- 
tural machinery, land development, 
power, tourism, banking and others. 
“The estimated value of projects 
under serious consideration exceeds 
$2 billion. Ameri¢an technology 
and capital combined with Egypt's 
absortive capacity, skilled manpower 
and productive investment opportu- 
nities can contribute effectively to 
the strengthening and development 
of the Egyptian economy. The U.S. 
and Wgypt will therefore negotiate 
immediately a new investment gua- 
rantee agreement between them..... 


MAXIMUM HELP 


“In support of their economic” 
cooperation, the U.S. will make the 
maximum feasible contribution, in 
accordance with Congressional 
authorization, to Egypt's economic 
development, including clearing the 
Suez Canal, reconstruction projects 
and restoring Egyptian trade. In ad- 
dition, the U.S. is prepared to give 
special priority attention to Egypt's 
needs for egricultural commodities.” 

The U.S. also agreed to consider 
how it might assist Egypt in the 
reconstruction of Cairo's opera 
house. Egypt, for its part, imtended 
to place the “Treasures Tutankba- 
men” on exhibit in the U.S. 

Both governments reiterated their 
intention to do everything possible 
to broaden the tles of friendship 
and cooperation. 


Composer Secunda dies 


NEW YORK (JTA). — Sholom Se- 
cunda, composer of Jewish liturgical 
Tausic end popular songs, died here 
last week at the age of 79. 

He won early fame as a child 
cantor at the age of end, from 
early childhood, conducted orchestras 
in vaudeville, grand opera and sym- 
Dhonies in major cities throughout 
the US. 

‘Two of his popular songs became 
part of American popular folklore 
music — “Bel mir hist du schoen” 
written in 1982, and “Donna Don- 
na.”
